by the Texas railroad commission iu 
f§ vor of Huoeton and Dallas. Tex. 
The decision is believed to be one 
of the most sweeping declarations 
In favor of the dominant authority of 
the federal government that the Su­ 
preme court has y et made. 
The interstate commerce commis­ 
sion found that class and other rates 
from Shreveport to Texas points were 
unreasonable and ordered rates to be 
eq ualized so that Shreveport would 
not be discriminated against in favor 
of Dallas and Houston. 
Many W ay s o f Co nfo rming to Order. 
Justice Hughes said there were sev­ 
eral way s of conforming to the com­ 
mission's order. 
Reviewing the ob­ 
jection of the railroads that the com­ 
mission could not reduce intra state 
rrfles to conform with Interstate rates, 
Justice Hughes said the power of con­ 
gress was adeq uate to meet all the 
emergencies that arise out of local 
interference 
with 
national 
in ter­ 
course. 
Justice Hughes said that congress, 
not the state, might prescribe the rule 
when state 
and 
national 
interests 
conflict. 
Congress is entitled to keep open 
the highway s of interstate commerce 
In the Interest of fair treatment to all 
persons," said Justice Hughes. 
He indicated that the government 
must control rates in the Interest of 
interstate commerce. 
Whether con­ 
gress reduces interstate rates to con­ 
form with interstate rates was not 
material, the court said. 
The ruling in the Uis Angeles car 
shunting case is of vast Importance to 
shippers, as it has been estimated 
that if the railroads exacted similar 
charges ih every large city of the 
country it would cost, shippers be­ 
tween two hundred and fifty and three 
hundred thousand dollars a y ear.

The Evening Standard interviewed a 
number of prominent people, including 
clergy men, on the subject, and ail of 
the lHtter who are q uoted by the news 
paper express themselves in favor of 
the proposal. 
Father Bernard Vaughan, brother of 
tiie late Cardinal Vaughan, replied: 
“There would he nothing ethically 
wrong in letting them die.
